The Robinson berry has been very successful in places where Premier 


grows. Makes a good fruiting bed in most any type of soil. It grows a 
sparkling red berry with a green cap and really looks like a strawberry 
should. It is as great a berry as could be described, but we don’t see any use 
in giving it so many names. Some companies call it Scarlet Beauty and 
Kardinal King. Its true name is Robinson and that is the only official name 


it has. 


KARDINAL KING 


The Kardinal King has been sold under the name of Scarlet Beauty, 
Robinson, and Kardinal King. There is only one true name and that is Robinson. 
When you order Kardinal King and do not get Robinson you are definitely 
receiving another variety. There is no other berry which will come close to 
resembling Robinson or Kardinal King whichever you might buy. The berry is 
extra large and if picked before well-ripe will have a green tip. As for des- 
cription of Kardinal King it is the same as Robinson. 


TENNESSEE BEAUTY 


The Tennessee Beauty was introduced by the State of Tennessee in 1942 
and has gained more popularity each year. It produces a berry larger than the 
Blakemore with an extra large dark green cap. The berry is bright red and 
will not turn dark when over-ripe. 
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PATHFINDER 


Pathfinder is a cross between the Premier and Adberdeen and introduced 


by the New Jersey experimental station. It is considered an early to midsea- 
son berry. The berries are medium in size and smooth which makes them very 
attractive. Pathfinder is one of the heaviest croppers taking the dry years 
with the wet years. When picking the berries you will fill the baskets about 
every foot.

Catskill has been on the market several years and has become one of the 
standard varieties along with the Premier and others. It is a large berry with 
a nice, large, green cap. Catskill can be grown wherever Premier is grown

It is a smooth red berry with a big, fresh, green cap and brown seed that 
stand out.

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TEMPLE 


The Temple is a very heavy plant maker, also a heavy cropper if handled 
right. It takes about one-half the amount of plants to set one acre compared 
to other varieties. The plants should be set 24 to 30 inches apart in the row. 
Then along about August you should apply the top dressing of fertilizer. This 
way the food nourishment is stored into the crown of the plant to produce 
a heavy crop of berries. If the fertilizer is applied in the spring it is not used 
to produce fruit but is used to produce an awful lot of foliage which will 
cut the production and quality of the berries. Some other varieties, such as 
Blakemore and Premier, need the fertilizer in the spring to produce more 


foliage to protect the berries. 


The Temple is a sparkling red berry with a beautiful green cap. The 
seeds stand out to protect the flesh of the berry which makes it a good ship- 
per. The above applies to this locality. You should try Temple under these 
directions. RED-STELE RESISTANT.

able to almost all types of soil, and bears berries light in color with a 
delicious flavor.

A FEW SUGGESTIONS FOR BEGINNERS ON HOW TO 
PLANT STRAWBERRIES 


We never print in our catalogue a long story on how to grow straw- 
berries to tell someone how, a thousand miles from us, because if he has 
made a living on his farm, spent his time there, and concentrated on his bus- 
iness, we think he knows his farm best. 


However, we do have some beginners who write us seeking information 
on how to set their plants and this is what we tell them: Plow your land, 
make your rows 3% to 4 feet apart, set your plants about 14 inches apart 
in the row, put the roots in the ground well and leave the bud above the 
ground. If you will cultivate and hoe them the same as other crops, the plants 
will do the balance. Now as to fertilizing them, when you set them out it is 
not necessary. Most any garden soil is rich enough to grow a bed of straw- 
berry plants. The best time to put the fertilizer on is in August right on top 
of the bed while the plant-leaves are dry. Then it is not necessary to fert- 
ilize them again in the Spring. 


ARMORE 


The Armore was introduced by the Missouri ex- 
periment station. It is a firm, good shipping, and 
good eating berry. It is very uniform in shape and 
has a bright red color. Armore has proven more pro- 
ductive than sixty others in actual growing tests. 


MAINE 55 


Maine 55 is a third variety recently named by the Maine agricultural ex- 
perimental station with parenthood of Aberdeen and Premier also. The ber- 
ries are bright and attractive red throughout and have a fine flavor. 


EDEN 


The Eden is an introduction of the Geneva experimental station of New 
York. It is a cross between Fairfax and Dresden. This variety has proven very 
satisfactory for preserving and canning by commercial processors. After pro- 
cessing, the color is still very good. The berries are very attractive, firm, 
and red to the center. It is a very good plant maker. 


EMPIRE 


A new berry introduced by the Geneva Expert- 
mental Station in New York. It is a cross of the 
Dresden and Sparkle, and was released in 1950. It 
makes a nice picking bed of husky plants. The berry 
is a little more firm than Premier and a much better 
shipper. It ripens a few days later than Premier. 
If you cannot get a bed with Premier, try a few 
Empire. 
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DED VARIETIES 


VERMILION 


Vermilion is a new strawberry introduced by the University of Illinois. 
Its parenthood is a cross between the Red Star and Pathfinder. NO RED 
STELE ROOT ROT HAS BEEN FOUND IN THE ROOTS OF THE PLANTS 
GROWN IN INFESTED RED STELE AREAS. The foliage seems resistant 
to leaf spot, leaf blight, and leaf scorch. The leaves are very dark green. The 
berries are medium to large in size, very attractive and evenly colored. 


ORLAND 


Orland was introduced by the Maine agricultural experimental station. 
Its parenthood is across between Adberdeen and Premier. Orland is a mid- 
season to late berry ripening about a week later than Premier and has a 
bright red color throughout. The berries are very firm and high in flavor. 
With these two characteristics together Orland makes a very good berry for 
freezing. It produces a very vigorous plant bed and is RESISTANT TO RED- 


STELE. 
MONMOUTH 


Monmouth is another new berry introduced by the Maine agricultural 
experimental station also having parenthood from the Aberdeen and Premier. 
It is a midseason berry ripening just a few days later than Premier. Its color 
is a little darker than the Orland throughout. Monmouth is somewhat larger 
than Premier producing a very heavy crop. It is also considered a good freez- 
ing berry and is a RED-STELE RESISTANT VARIETY.

BLUEBERRIES 


Blueberries are becoming more popular each year. So far, the supply has 
not been ample enough to take care of the demand. Blueberries are grown 
from North Carolina to Maine. They can be grown wherever the temperature 
doesn’t get 10 degrees below zero without any injury. It is one of the easiest 
crops to farm per acre with plants 4 feet apart down the row and rows 8 or 
10 feet apart. They are usually cultivated with a small disc. If you don’t have 
a lot to put them in you can always have a couple or more in your yard or a 
hedge down the side of your lawn for the novelty as well as the fruit. You 
cannot realize the beauty of Blueberries growing until you have grown some 
yourself. Some Blueberries grow larger than a nickel and almost as large as 
a quarter. 
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\ WEYMOUTH — The earliest blueberry, vigor growing bush, has beauti- 
ful, foliage, fruit is round, dark blue firm berry. Excellent for canning. 
JUNE — Another early berry ripens a few days before the Cabot. It

BLUEBERRY CULTURE 


You should have twe different varieties near each other, then they are 
both benefited through the blossom pollination. 


The land should be damp, but well drained, with the plants set either 4 
feet by 10 feet or 6 feet by 6 feet and remember that it is to bear fruit for 
70 years or more. Blueberries will grow from North Carolina to Alaska. Any 
where huckleberries, Azaleas or Mountain Laurel grows so will blueberries. 
Don’t use lime or stable manure, but if you do want to have the best blue- 
berries in your community get leaves and rotted limbs from the swamp and 
put around the plant. This keeps weeds down and moisture up. The secret in 
growing them is to keep the ground worked often and shallow so that the air 
can penetrate into the soil. 


This is one subject that we should be in a position to answer your quest- 
ions about as we have the government test plot for our neighbor.
